Ye have chosen a definite period: starting from 
January 1978, and with the signing of the Israeli-Egyptian 
Treaty, and up till the present. This choice is based on 
assuaption that the developments which the cause of the Arab 
peoples and the Palestinian people had undergone during this 
period are of great importance and are apt to produce far- 
reaching effects both for the Palestinian cause and the world 
liberation cause at large. 


Being the main ceuse of the whole Arab people, 
facing the most horrible form of racist settler-colo-ialism 
in contemporary history, and constitutin: the key for beth 
war and comprehensive and just peace'in this sensitive 
region of the world, the Palestinian cause has always been 
one of the main battlefields of AAPSO's consistent and 
continued stru;gle. 


In the following pages the reader will find the full 
texts of AAPSO's statements reflecting its consistent stand 
on this problem, a stand that can be summed up in the follow- 
ing points: 


~ The Palestinian question is the crux and core 5 
of the Middle Sast problem. 


- A just solution of this problem, necessitates 
the unconditional vithdrawal of Israeli occupation tropps 
from all the Arab occupied territories, the Arab city of 
Jerusalem included. 


- The right of the Palestinian people to decide, 
freely and without interference, on tneir destiny and to 
set up their netional independent state on the land of their 
homeland. 


- The PLO is sole legitimate representative of the 
Palestinian both inside and outside the occupied territories, 
and their only spokesm3n entitled to pvarticipate in all 
conferences and meetings where the Palestinian question is 
discussed. 


In the face of the serious development represented 
py the signing of the Egyptian-Israeli Treaty, AAPSO 
reiterated in its official statements its well-knewn 
positions on the Palestinian question. 


In the statement issued on this occasion, AAPSI 
mentioned seven fundamental reasons which renders this 
treaty unable to realize the Arab peoples', and the 
Palestinian people's aspirations in freedom and independence. 


In many statements issued by its Permanent Sscreteriat 
end its Secretary General, AAPSO stressed the organic link 
between the actions of the Israeli agent, Saad Hadad, aguinst 
the unity of Lebanese people and the territort22 ‘intesrliy 
of Lebanon, and the U.f. moves for the reerrangsnent of wha 
situation in the Middle Hast, on the one hend, and the ssn 
ing of the treaty and the aggravation of U.S. conspiratics 
in cooperation with Zionism and reaction, on the ches, 
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The full texts of the statements expressing the 
position of AAPSO Permanent Secretariat during this delicate 
stage in the struggle of the Palestinian and the otner Arab 
peoples, do not reflect a particular stand adopted by AAPSO 
during a certain stege, but reaffirm in fact AMPEG! g stand 
before this pericc, a stand to which our Organisation will 
keep adhering to until a comprehensive and a just solution 
is obtained by the Palestinian people and the Arab peonles 
struggling against the imperialist - Zionist aggression 
backed by the U.S. imperialism. 
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SHE DEVELOPMENTS 


QN THE MINDLS EAS! QUESTION 


The Middle Hast area undergoes a sertons ang 
critical stage in the light of the recent developments 
and events stemming from the endeavours to reach a peaco- 
ful settlement for the existing conflict. The core of 
that conflict is basically related to the Palestinian 
Arab people who have struggled for thirty years along with 
all the Arab and world progressive end liberation forces 
for attaining their legitimate national rights including 
their right to return to their homeland, to self-determuiis-~ 
tion and to establish their independent State. 


Any talk of peace in the hiddle Bast should involve 
the solution of the core of the conflict in the Brea, sul 
recognition of the legitimate national sights of the Talectinian 
people; unconditional Israeli withdrawal from all “ra: 
territories occupied in 1967, Israel's abendonment of its: 
ageressive attitude and its setting up of settlements follow- 
ing forceful, occupation and changing the geogranhic and 
demographic features. Any erdeavour for a settlement in the 
area, should have as its basig these fundamental concepts. 


While supportin; all these basic principles, AAPSO 
realizes a substantial fact, namely, the struggle in the 
Middle East is essentially between the democratic and pro- 
gressive Arab liberation movement with its various contingents 
on the one hand, and world innerialism with the U.S.A. and ~ 
Zionism at its head, on the other. This is due to the feat, 
thet the Middle 42:t area and the Arab ‘iorld in general i3 the 
object of an increasing concern on the part of these impvrialist 
forces in view of its strategic location, the rise of the 
revolutionary tide, and the vital imperialist interests 
representec in oil resources particulerly which are the basic 
incentive behind every aggressive action in the area especiale- 
ly after the militant Arab unity demonstratively incarnated 
in the glorious October victories and the apprehensions of 
world imperialism thet the Arabs mey resort once more to the 
oil weapon. 


On thisbasis, the recent endeavours and events for 
solving the uiddle Rast question have shown full denial on 
the part of imperialism and Zionism, of the existence of the 
Palestinian Arab people and their national legitimete rights 
upheld by all the peace- and justice-loving peoples of the 
World. This attitude was represented in the U.S -~ Xsraeli 
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working-papers and recent statements and found precise 
expression in the Israeli proposels reflecting a clear- 

cut rejection of any settiement based on peace and justice. 
Carter's recent statements in support of the Israeli 
proposals for providing autonomy to the Palestinians in 

the West Bank and Gaze ve»in under the dominetion of the 
Israeli forces and in denial of tne raicstinians! right 

to self-determination expose the fact of the American 
attitude and emphasizes that the U.S. role has never chenged. 
In fact these are only tactical attitudes that eventually 
aim at passing over the solutions in the interest of Israel 
and the interests of the world imperialist forces in the 
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In the face of such a Serious situsetion tt is cf the 
utmost importance that today more trian evor b:forea the arabs 
should stand united in one rank, crush aside their airfovences 
and intensify their solidarity to confront schemes gtasne ut 
the following: 


- Creating and widening discussions between the 
Arabs by drawing them into peripheral conflicts to divert 
their attention from their major issue. 


- Excluding the PLO as the sole legitimate represent- 
ative of the Pelestinian Arab peoples from eny settlement 
achieved and praventing its participation as an indep?ndent 
party on an equal footing with the oth-r concerned parties 
in the conflict. 


- Non-recognition of the legitimate national rizhts 
of the Palestinian people including the right to return, its 
self-determination to the establishment of its own independent 
state and transf~.1:ing the problem into a refugee prcbien. 


~ Attempting to draw the Arab countries to conclude 
unilateral and unjust settlements in favour of Israel. 


~ Attempting to exclude the Soviet role - the natural 
and historic ally of the Arab peoples end the Palestinian and 
world liberation movement ~ of active participation in the 
settlement of the Middle East question. 


- AAPSO asserts its firm stand towards the Middle 
East issue by stating the following points: 
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1. The necessity of Israeil withdrawal from all 
the occupied Arab territories since the Israeli aggression 
of 197 including Jerusalen. 


: 2. The Palestinian question is the cofe and basis 
of the Middle East conflict and no peace can be established 
without a just solution of this problen. 


3. The PLO is the sole legitimate representative 
of the Palestinian people and must participste to all the 
international conferencés concerned with the Middle East 
on an equal footing with all other parties. 


4. The guarantee of the netional legitimate rsints 
of the Palestinian people particularly its right *o sei? 
determination, return to its homeland and set up i¢8 svs: 
national independent state. 
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5. The condemnation of the principle of annexation 
of territories Sy force and denunciation of all Israeli 
actions aimed «t establishing settlements and introducing 
geographic end demographic cnanges and the demand for a 
total release of prisoners and detainees. 


Chief among the effective means to realize these 
goals is in the early resumption of the Geneva Conferenca - 
which the U.S. and Israel try to obstruct - with the PLO's 
participation 3s an independent party on equal footing ~ivh 
the other parties, on the basis recognized by the entire 
international and Arab community and in the light of the 
Soviet-Americsn Declaration which was met with international 
support. 


AAPSO rejects any separate treaty with Israel or 
bargaining on the sovereignty of the Arab countries over 
theiy land within historical fixed borders. 


AAPSO strongly condemns the sxpension and growth 
of cooperation and collusion between the recist regimes in 
Israel and South Africe and fascist regime in Chile in terms 
of exchenge of armaments, and exports in repression, police 
and torture. All this goes to affirm the organic relation 
between racism, fascism and Zionisn. 
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Ahroo, firmly standing by the side of the Palestinian 
people's ctruggle under the leadership of the PLO and by 
the side of the Arab people in their just struggle, denounces 
all conspiracies and schemes worked out by the U.S.A., Israel 
pnd the imperialist forces at the expense of tho Pelestinian 
issue end Arab peoples. 


AAPSO calls upon all Arab peoples and the Liberation 
movement to close their ranks and step up their soliderity 
amongst themselves ahd with the world liberation movement and 
the socialist countries, particulsrly the Soviet Union, in 
order to face the Israeli-Amertcan oshenes. 


-It appeals to all peace- and justice-loving forces 
and the international end national peace and solidarity movements 
to intensify their support to solidarity with and consolit«stsion 
of the Palestinian people's struggle and its vwensvard te. "IA 
and with the Arab peoples, and give momentum to the pears 
efforts in the Middle East area to secure the rights cf ts 
Palestinian and Arab peoples.

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THE ISRAELI AGGRESSION 
ON LSBANON 


The Permanent Secretariat of AAPSO follows with 
Aeep concern reports of the massive Israeli aggression 
on the Lebanese territories launched since yesterday dawn 
and stx11 carried on. The wlume and tyne of Israeli 
forces @nG weapons used and the vastness of the operations 
is an index 02 the fact that Israel is waging an all-cut 
war aiming at the nnnihiletion of the unarmed Palestinicr 
people in their ‘catty and posts and at the invasion and 
annexation of Southern =»panon under the pretext of estioiiat- 
ing an Israelt security bes-. 


The Permanent Secretariat er AAPSO holds that one 
new Israeli aggression constitutes 4 Viny serious escalation 
of tension in the Middle Sast and a flagix..s defiance of 
world public opinion which calls for the estabia-vnnt of 
just and permanent peace in the area; at the sama tt. that 
aggression is a continuation of the expansionist aggress.. 
policy which yielded nothing except destruction and genocide, 
thus turning the siiddle East area into a hotbed of tension 
threatening the peace and security of the entire sorld. 


The Permanent Secretariat affirms that it wes not 
within the power of the Israeli ruling circles to maintain 
that policy but for the economic, military and political aid 
they receive from vorld imperialism and U.<&. imperialism iu 
particular. In fact the flow of the most up-to-date weaponry 
from the American arsenal to Israel led to the latter's growing 
arrogance and disregard of tne pre-requisites for peace in the 
area as well as to its defiance of world public opinion. 


The new Israeli aggression on Southern Lebenon is an 
aggression against a sovereign state in blatant violetion of 
all international laws and charters. This requires a decisive 
response from world public opinion, the U.N. and other inter- 
national organisations in order to avart the groving deteriora- 
tion of the situation and the outbreak of a new war that could 
pose a threat to the peace and security of the entire world. 


The Permanent Secretariat of AAPSO emphasizes that the 
establishment of just and durable peace in the Middle East 
requires, in the first place, the defeat of the Israeli 
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expansionist and aggressive policy, the policy of defience 

of the,Arab peoples!. rights and particularly the Palestinian 
people’.; Permanet and just peace in the Middle Zast will never 
be realized except through Israeli withdrawel from all the 
occupied Arab territories and recognition of the mational and 
legitimate rights of Vue Foicstinit-a noople, chief eavng which 
Are their right to -self-determination ena +2 eot Up their 
independent sovereign state. -

The Organizvaen reiterates today, with regard to 
the Camp Lavid Conference on wie seit Bret, iss wihencing 
and declered position that the Palestinian arse. i3 the 
core and crux of the Middle Bast problem and that this 
problem is a dangerous one for the entire world. MN alive 
bears a decisive impact on the developysnt of tha tnt... 
national struggle against ra ean COLoniwasciu,y i160- 
solonialism and racism, and Arab solidarity constitutes an 


urgent necessity during the present period. 


The Parmenent Secretariat affirms the firm position 
adopted by the A*PsO towards the Nicdle sast cause by 
stating the fclioving:

2. The necessity of Israeli withdrawel from all the 
occupied territories, foremost among which is Arab Jerusalem. 


3. .Peace will not be achieved unless a just solution 
to the Palestinian ceuse, the core and crux of the Middle 
East conflict, is to be found. 


&. Guarantee of the full leritimate netional rights 
of the Palestinien people, chief amongst which the right to 
return to their homelend, self-determination with complete 
freedom and establishment of an independent sovereign state. 


The gist of the conflict in the Middle East is that 
Israel introduced colonialism and dionism in the heart of 
the Arab World, turned the Palestinian people into refugees, 
crushing the national identity end preventing them by armed 
force from exercising their national legitimate rights on

- Continuation of the occupation of strategic and 
vital areas of Arab territories under the pretence of 
Israeli security. 


- Attempting to draw the Arab countries fnto separate 
and unjyst settlements to the advantage of Israel and the 
ergata powers which support it, under the leadership 
of the U.S. 
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_ Attempting td settle the situation in the Arab 
jon in such & manner es to guarantee American incursion 
at total sovereignty over the potentialities and wealth 
sar the Arab peoples and using the strategic position of the 
ia World to sefeguerd its vested interests in Asia and 


Africa. 


The Permanent Secretariat denounces Israeli and 
{mperialist manoonvres eimed at finding an artificial 
representation of the Palestinian people in order to isolate 
the PLO, around which the Palestinian people héve gathered 
and declared their cammitment; an undeniahle fact demonstrated 
in the occupied territorice as well as in all the places 
where this people is to be fourn. 


The Permanent Secratariet affirms the retusal of 
any scparate peace settlement with Icrael, COM Jat Bale ie 
on Palestinian rights and the Areb countries! so vereignuy 
over their lands within historic borders. 


The Permanent Socretariat affirms thet the Jereraie. 
sigent Israeli position is tue rasult of the American 
position which granted end continues ve ¢grent its full 
assistance in all fields, econonic, military eua posh, 
during the lest years, thus causing the balance of military 
power to tilt in favour of Israeli interests and consequently 
posing an obstacie to any just solution. 


The Permanent Secretariat equally affirms that the 
American role in the Middle Hast region is serving Israel 
as well as American interests which aro against the Arab 
peoples! cause. For America is Israel's natural and 
histcric ally and cennot discerd Israel whichcconstitutes 
a basic factor in the execution of the neo-colonialis 


The Permanent Secretariat condemns Israel's persist- 
ence to spread its sovereignty and authority over the destiny 
of the Arab occupi-d territories and its attempt at dictating 
its peoples! future. 


The Permanent Secretariat recalls the l@st viscious 
Israeli sggression on South Lebenon, turning thousands of 
Palestinian and Lebanese sons into refugees. It also condemns 
its arrogant intervention in Lebanon's internal affairs 
and the constant violation of its sovereignty as well as its 
collusion with the reactimary, fascist Lebenese forces and 
its assistance to these forces in terms of expertise and 
weapons, and its threats of intervention against popular will. 
The Permanent Secretari2t hails the heroic steadfastness and 
the merging of the Palestinian people with the Lebanese move- 
ment in the face of Israeli eggression and fascist conspiracies 
engineered by the Lebenese reactionary forces supported by 
imperialist powers and Zionism. 
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Tho Permanent Secretariat reaffirms its firm stand, 
ratified by tne ncesianal forces and the world national 
liberation movement, that it 1s the Palestinian Revolution's 
right to stand on all Arab territories surrounding Israel 
and it should be granted all freedom of action and movement 
without any interference or tutelage in order to_achieve bt 
just national objectives of the Palestinian people. 


The Permanent Secretariat reiterates its support to 
the UN's declaration condemning sionisn es e form of racism 
and demands that Israel should be made to halt its racist 
actions towards the Arabs in Israel and in Arab occupied 
territories. It also forcefully condemns the expansion and 
growing collusion and cooperation between the raciss regines 
in Israel and South Africa and the fascist regime in Chite 
exemplified by the exchange of experts in oppression, terture 
and police activities which substantiates the unacly wi lisnee 
between racism, fascism, and dionisnm. 


The Permanent Sécretariet supports all the “fserts 
aimed at reinforcing the Arab nation's stecdfastne sr ir ic 
feca of Israeli, imperialist, end reactiomry conspiracies 
and calls upon the Arab peoples end the Areb national ani 
progressive forces to intensify their soliderity jn crcer to 
achieve their eins towards the legitimte rights of the 
Palestinian end treb peoples. It calls upon the Arab peoples 
pnd countries to close their ranks in order to confront the 
imperialist Zionis' manoeuvres. 


The Permanent Secretariat calls once tore upcen the 
Arab National Forces ard Arab Net-orel Moverent toa strengthen 
their relations with the Intorrational Forces of Liberation 
and Progress which include the Third Yorld Countries, the 
international socialist, nationalist and democratic Yorces, 
the socialist covneries which have always stood and continue 
to stand by the svruggie waged by the Arab peoples and their 
liberation movements, in order to gain the Arab struggle the 
material, military, political and economic assistance it 
needs, now, more than ever. The Organization enpeals to the 
Arab liberation movement and the Arad national forces to 
foil imperielist and Zicnist attempts to sow dissensions and 
divisions between the Arab and socialist countries. 


AAPSO's Permanent Secretariat deems that the peth 
of struggle aimed at the achievement of just and legitimte 
Arab objectives is still a long, difficult and dangerous 
one. Therefore, it is necessary to assert now mors than ever 
before the urgency of standing by the legitimate rights of 
the Palestinian people and the necessity thet the PIO should 
play a basic role as the sole legitimate representative of 
the Palestinian people.

The Seventh Presidium meeting held in Hanoi, on 13 e 
15 Jenuary, 1979, having reviewed the Middle Zast problem 
considers that: 


1. The Middle Zast has been and still is one of the 
regions which has witnessed chenges in the course of events 
in repidly evolving world during the last year; and maintains 
that the Middle Zast problem whose crux is the solution of 
the Palestinian problem constitutes a serious menace. 


2. American imperialism plays-a dangerous fole in 
plotting manoeuvres thet aia et an unjust solution in the 
interasts of Israel, a factor which has clearly nanifested 
intransigence end flegrant rejection of the legitimate rights 
of the Arab peoples end particulerly the frab people of 
Pelestine, thereby defying world public opinion and U.N. 
resolutions. 


3. The meeting considers that the manoeuvres deployed 
by world imperielism headed by the United Stetes of America, 
Zionism and reection aim at : 


a. Aggravating Arab differences, splitting Arab unity and 
distracting the Arab netion from confronting its principal 
eneny: inperialism, Gionisn anc raaction, and hence 
imposing concessions and unjust conditions et the expense 
of the Arab nation, to reach separate snd insulting 
settlements.

The 
latest Israeli statements came to affirm that Israel will 
never return to the borders of 1967. 


2. The Treaty does not stipulate on the legitimate 
rights of Palestinian people to st up their independent 
state on their land, Israeli staterents cene one after 
another to affirm that no Palestinien State will ever be 
set up on the lrnc of Palestine. 


3. The Treaty stinulated on setting up 'autonony' 
for the Palestinians, with restricted and circumscribed 
dispositions. Israeli interpretations were issued to 
affirm that, even within these limits, ‘autonomy! is tohfined 
to inhabitants end does not extend to territories. 


%. The Treaty does not stipulate on the eradication of 
israeli settlewents on the Palestinian lands, on the contrary, 
Israel insists on the consolidstion and the Increase of 
these settlements, as the basic essenca of Zionism. 


5. The Treaty does not meke any reference to Arab 
Jerusalem; Israel affirms, with unprecedented arrogance, 
before and after the signing of the Treaty, that occupied 
Jerusalem is “the eternal capital’ of Israel. 
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6. The Treaty does not stipulete on the return of 
all Palestinians to their land, thus leaving, million 
Palestinians homeless. 


7- The Treaty does not make any reference to the PLO, 
the sole legitimate representative of the Falestinian 
people, which implies its non-recognition and an infringement 
on the resolution of the Arab Summit Conferences, especially 
the Rabat Conference, es well as the Nontlignment Summits, 
the OAU, the UN and its various agencies. 


The Treaty has a serious plan, it stipulates on the 
normalisation of relations, tne exchange of diplomatic 
representation and the full recognition of Israel, under 
Israeli occupation of a part of Arab territories. 


The signing of the Treaty will lead to the strenguioning 
of Israel's hend in Africa and ‘sia, the lifting of tho 
beseige around her, and the consolidation of her collusion 
with racist regimea in Southern Africa. 


The recent entente agreenent between Israel and the 
U.S. is conducive to an obvious U.S. imperislist penetration 
in the region, furthermore, this agreement gives the US the 
right to an aggressive military US existence in the Middle 
est.

A few days ago, news agencies reported about Onan's 
proposals on tho co-called “Security of tne Gulf", allezodly 
seexing to safeguard the Hormoz strait against "foreign 
menaces' in order to ensure safe navigation and an bnirnccrsepted 
flow of-oi1 to the capitalist countries. 


To be sure, this idea is not new, but has emerged a 
long time ago with the discovery of oil in the region and the 
economic and strategic importance it has since acquired for 
the capitalist countries. 


A new situation however arises with the emerzence of these 
Omani dangerous proposals which after the political changes in 
Iran, the @bolition of the Snah's regime, playing the rola of 
the policeman in the region, and the disintegration of tne CZNTO 
pact; openly calls the western capitalist countries, Great 

ritain, the USA and the FRG, to defend the socalled "security" 
of the Gulf and Hormoz straits, propoSals which were rejected , 
by the other Gulf States. 


This new call cannot be seperated from the imperialist 
and reactionary attencts aimed at setting up aggressive military 
pacts designed to defend their oil interests, endanger peoples!

The AeAeP.S.0. follews with great cencern the 
U.Se military escalation the tempo of which has been 
lately accelerated under the pretext of certain recent 
world develepments. This escalation has reflected 
itself in a series of consequent steps starting with 
the late decision taken by NATO to depley new U.S. 
nissiles in Western European countries, under the 
pressure ef the Pentagon on European member—States 
of NATO, Military escalatien has then been aecelerat— 
ed by increasing the U.S. military ferces in the 
Indian Ocean, the Gulf, the Red Sea and the Mediterran- 
ean, the decision to pestpone the endorsement of 
SALT 2, the cenclusion of a new agreement on the 
military bases in Turkey, the influx of american 
weapons to Pakistan, the reinforcement and expansion 
ef the Diego Garcia base in the Indian Ocean, the : 
revival of military alliances with most of the old 
members of the CENTO , and seeking the establishment 
ef yew military bases and pacts whether in Asia er 
Africa. 


Thus the voices of the U.S. Administration and 
the. military industrial complex rose high, once again, 
champiening the pelicy of establishing permanent 
U.eSe bases and pacts in different countries, 


The Afre-Asian Peeples still bear in mind the 
real aims of the nilitary bases and pacts, These 
peoples still recall that they were the first victing 
of these aggressive military ferces whese aim first 
and foremost is te strangle the natienal liberation 
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mevenents, te secure the imperialist expleitation 
ef their reseurces, to further naintsin their subd- 
servience to imperialism and reaction , to escslsete 
the intensity of the world tension sand bring the 
werjd to the brink ef a desastreus nuclear war. 
Aware of these facts, the peace-leving peoples 
struggle fer the liquidstion of these militery 
bass and pacts.

On the 15th of February, 1980, the Behreni National 
Front celebrates the 25th anniversary of its establish- 
ment. 


- The AAPSO avails itself of this ocession to con- 
gratulate the Front, leadership and bases, wishing 

her further success and progress in its noble struggle 
to achieve the Bahreni national goals, long ago defined 
in its program. 


The anniversary comes, this time, in highly critical 
and serious conditions, not only on the level of Banreni 
national struggle, but also on the level of the Arab 
Gulf as a whole and the Arab Nation and the international 
community in general. 


While the Iranian Revolution hes achieved its deci- 
sive victory over U.S. imperialism and the Shah regime, 
the citvation in the Arab Gulf has started to take new 
dimensions in the imperialist designs and interests, 
whyle the reactionary forces began to play a new role 
to stiffle the national liberation movement on the level 
of the Gulf as eae whole and particulerly in Bahrein and 
Oman. The Imperialist forces have created seversl pre- 
texts to increase their military penetration to protect 
their oil interests, taking of the developments in Iran 
and Afghanistan - of which they were the reasons — a 
pretext to increase their military existence which the 
region has never before witnessed. 


Despite the determined and overwhelming popular 
rejection in the Arab Gulf of the U.S. military mroverents, 
the U.S., under the pretext of protecting oi] sources, " 
began to strengthen its military forces, and to dispatch 
its fleets and plane carriers that have now resched a 
record. It fourd in the Omani regire, the best support 
for this existence through offering it all land, sea and 
air facilities in spite of the complete rejeetion of this 
existence. 


These developments cannot be separated of the U.S. 
role against the causes of the Arab peoples, and their 
central cause, that of Palestine. They cannot also be 
separated of the Camp David Accords that have frozen the 
Israeli Arab struggle. A situation was thus created to favour 
conditions, for this conspirecy to be extended to the rest of the 
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Arab Region and in particular to the Arab Gulf 
where the vitsl oil interests of U.S.imperialism 
resides. 


That is why the struggle of the Arab Liberae 
tion Movement has become highly difficult and 
complicated. In this struggle the Bahreni National 
Front plays an effective #nd vanguard role. 


The AAPSO has, seversl.times, confirmed its 
full support to the national struggle waged by the

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Normalisation of relations between 
Egypt and Israel 


On February 26th, 1980 the normalisation of 
relations between Egypt and Israel took place, as 
a result of the Camp David agreement and the sign- 
ing of the Peace Treaty on which AAPSO has previously 
determined its clear-cut stand, asserting that they 
Gid not realize the aspirations and objectives of 
the Arab Peoples and those of the Palestinian People 
for freedom and independence. 


The establishment and normalisation of relations 
took place in a situation where an equation of dis-— 
equilibrium prevails, due to the following facts :- 


l- Israel continues to occupy Arah territories, a 
fact which confirms what the Israeli authorities have 
declaredsthat they will never withdraw to the 1967 
boundaries. 


2~ Israel did not alter its position as regards the 
Palestine cause -— the core of the issue, Even the 
so-called Palestinian autonomy talks have not made 
eny progress, the previous period has further con- 
firmed Israel's continyous denial of the national; 
legitimate and just rights of the Palestinian People. 


3~ The Israeli settlement policy continues to take 
its course in the occupied Arab lands and Israel is 
daily striving to extend its sovereignty over the 
wnole of the Palestinian territories and to change its 
geographic, demographic, cultural and educational 
characteristics ,asserting once more their real concept 
of -the postulated peace. 


4- The normalisation of relations and the exchange 


of ambassadors take place while Israel is insisting 
that Jerusalem is tne . eternal capital of Israel. 
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5- Israel continues to perpetrate its barbaric agg- 
ressive actions on the Lebanese territories, using 
sophisticated weapons to deal blows to both the 
Palestinian revolution and the patriotic Lebanese 
movement; and props up the isolationist Lebanese 
forces in their attempt to divide and fragment 
Lebanon and prevent its national unity. 


6- The Ieraeli repressive racist policy against the . 
frab citizens in the occupied territories, is still 
a daily practice, repressive terrorist methods 
against the Palestinians am escalated in an un=- 
precedented manner, the current events in Hebron 
stand as a clear witness to that policy. 


7- The Zionist bonds with the racist, fascist and re- 
actionary. regimes are constantly developit, to 
deal blows to the Arab, African ‘and Asian liberation 
movement. The last illustration to this is the 
cooperation between Israel and racist South Africa 
in producing an atomic bomb that they have lately 
been experimenting on, a fact that was disclosed 
recently to the World public opinion and that AAPSO. 
had warned against long before. 


These are the unequitable and unjust equations on 
which the peace settlement has been based and which 
strip peace of its fundamentel components. 


The establishment and normalisation of relations 
between Israel and Egypt have extremely serious repur+ 
cussions on the struggle of the Arab peoplesand the 
Palestine-Arab people. This will inevitably change the 
balance in the Middle East in favour of the Zionist and 
imperialist forces led by the U.5. All this led to 
the following ; 


- Israel had scored an appreciable success of its aims 
by the establishment of these relations, which serves 
its objective to isolate the biggest Arab country from 
the Arab world and from its liberation struggle. 


- Israel has realised its most cherished dream whith | 

is the normalisation of relations at all levels: political, 
economic, cultural, and tomwistic and has ended the 
isolation in woich it has been living, without giving 

any concessions on its part. | 


- The Israeli flg rose in the absence of all the Arab 
flags, which led to the isolation of Egypt from all the 
Arab countries. This is a preliminary step to be followed 
by further steps and agreements,as declared by. the Israeli. 
head of State. y 
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- This normalisation of relations has put an end to 
the boycott in all spheres against Zionism,to be 
replaced by e@ boycott against the Arab countries 
thus paving the way for Israel's expansion in its 
relations with other countries in Africa end Asia 
who had previously taken a positive stand for the 
Arab cause. 


~ The freezing of one of the biggest Arab fronts in the 
Middle East struggle offered Israel the chance to- 
direct its aggressive actions on the Lebanese front 
so as to crush this front, as part of its long-term 
policy, aiming at defeating one Arab front after 
the other. 


~ The ldte developmentsin the Middle East gave to the 
_ U.S. imperialism—the natural ally to Israel —- ample 
opportunity to increase its political, military and 
economic infiltration to tighten its hold on the en- 
tire Arab region, ° 


- This step in the freezing of the struggle against 
Israel has given a propetious chance to the U.S. 
imperialism to realize its schemes. The current 
eventsin the Gulf regions end various other regions 
are witness to this.. 


In declaring its rejection to these steps that harm 
the struggle of the Arab peoples &the Arab people of 
Palestine, the AAPSO reiterates its firm and principled 
stand on the side of the liberation struggle of the Arab 
Palestinian people and all the Arab peoples and call 
upon them and their liberation movements to face this 
situation created by imperialism and World zionism and 
carried out in cooperation between them to achieve 
their goals aiming at the ultimate domination of the 
whole of the Arab region and to continue to usurp its 
resources and above all their oil resources, 


At this juncture, the AAPSO declares that just and 
comprehensive peace in the Middle East will only be

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THE AMERICAN STANCE 
ON THE 
ZIONIST SETTLEMENTS 


The Security Council unanimous resolution condemning the 
establishment of Zionist settlements in the occupied Arab 
territories marks @ greet diplometic triumph to e major aspect 
of the Arab cause as it expresses.en internetional sttitude 
towards the Isreeli aggressive acts which cortrevene all 
international lJsws. 


After world public opinion had received the resolution 
with great satisfaction, particularly »s it wés unanimously 
pdopted, it was struck by a new strange U.S. stand expressed 
by Americen President Carter who recanted after the U.S. 
Gelegate hsd voted in fevour of the resolution condemning 
the Israeli settiements. President Carter blamed the switch 
on unspecified communicetions failure with the U.S. delegste 
at the Security Council whom, he ssid, did not receive 
instructions in due time. 


The statement by U.S. President Carter on the American 
stance vis-a-vis Israel's persistence in establishing settlements 
in the occupied Palestinian and Areb land evoked the indignation 
end denunciation of world public opinion and all the justice and 
peace loving forces the world over. 


They ere indignant at the American statement because it 
runs counter to the national legitimate rights of the 
Palestinian people and constitutes 6 flagrant encroachment on, 
and a breech of all internationel charters and norms which 
condemn the occupation of the territories of others by force 
of arms or aggression. The U.S. statement elso defies the 
U.N. end the Security Council resolutions on the Middle East. 


Afro Asien circles have expressed strong indignetion at the 
American statement which constitutes a grave precedent in 
interna.tionsl1 politics. It is obvious enough that in this case 
personal election interests outweigh the internftional principles 
end norms governing relations between countries and peoples all 
Over the world. More important still is the fact that the 
statement clearly reaffirms that the Americen imperialist forces 
do not hesitate to sacrifice the destiny of szall neoples fon” 
io of their Zionist allies' designs which go beyond all 

mits. : 
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The Americonm st&nd $ jist two dave trter the pdoption 
of the resolution snd &] Lhe vestern media highlighted 
the U.S. vote in favour o1 the resolution end reported Israel's 
frantic reaction to the L.S. stance. However, the whole 
situation vanished into thin air when the U.€. Administration 
set 9 precedent by voting in favour of the resolution end 
then its President recented, citing unaccepteble pretexts. 


In fact, the U.S. becking from the Security Council 
resolution is not alien to American policy. It rather accounts 
for the very essence of its policy which suprorts the Zionist 
line in-its persistent defisnce of world public opinion and 
United Nations resolutions. 7 


It is the U.S. thet hes consolidated the Zionist regime 
politically, economically and militarily since the Zionist 
state was planted in the heart of the Arab netion. It is the 
U.S. that provides Israel with finence to establish settlements, 
and supplies it with arms to defend these settlements end to 
commit daily acts of aggression ageinst the freb States. 
The recent U.S. stand is in line with the sects and policies it 
hes been pursuing for long. It is slso indicetive of the 
reality of the American sttitude end policy which are hostile 
to the Arabs, in genersl, 2nd the Palestiniens, in particular. 
This is what A.A.P.S.0. has underlined since a long time. 
Furthermore, it brings in question the senior U.S. officials 
who were chosen to supervise the so-called Pelestinien autonomy 
ond who played a big role in the American President's declaration 
of his statement and in the revocation of the U.S. delegate's 
vote at the internetionel Security Council on grounds which ere 
feeble and unacceptable to reasons, disparaging to Americsn 
declerations on just peace in the twiddle Eesti, end conducive 
to one contradictory situation after the other for the American 
representatives at the Security Council. 


The American statement shows how far the Israeli end the 
American stands ere coordinated and intertwined in conspiring 
ageinst the cause of just peace jn the Middle Eest. Following 
the statement, henachen Begin appointed Yitzhak Shamir Israel's 
Foreign Minister. Perheps no one in Israel could be more 
aggressive, narrow-minded and dieherd. Nowhere else under 
the sun can there be st the head of diplomats ae Foreign Minister 
with such a record of crimes and extremism as Shamir. 


It is tnis responsible officisl of the Sterne terrorist 
group who had e hand in the assassination of Lord Moyne in 
Cairo, internetionel mediator and U.N. Envoy to Palestine Kont 
Bernadot in 1948 end hundreds of unsrmed Palestinian women, 
children and aged. He also committed severel barbaric scts 
in the 'Musad' Israeli intelligence operation. In the 
statement he made immediately after assuming his new post, he 
flatly declered he was sgainst any withdréwal from the Arseb 
territories Israel occupied in 1967, against the establishment 
of the State of Palestine, and against withdrewel from the city 
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of Jurusflen, fll this is © clear indicstiorn of the funsaticisao, 
rerction end fascist eggeressive bent of mind of this man and 
of the ruling class in Isreel. 


Begin,by choosing such @ man to be in cherge of Israel's 
diplomacy, greatly embarrassed the supporters of the Camp 
David tgreement which h.A.P.S.O. rejected from the outset as 
4t runs counter to the espirations and goals of the Palestinian 
people and the Arab nation and does not realize the establishment 
of an independent state of Palestine on the lend of Palestine. 


On the other hand, Israel once more proves the mettle of its 
policies by the Knesset's recent decision thet the West Bank, 
perticularly Jeruselem, is Israeli land. Consequently, Begin 
reaffirmed his previous statement that the entire city of 
Jerusalem would remain Israel's cepital for ever and ever, and 
the settlements would remain to guarantee Israel's security. . 


The series of Israeli and American stands complement one x 
enother. Nevertheless, israel still makes declarations on the “4 
peace outlined by the Cemp David Agreement anc the U.S. President © 
4s still optimistically hopeful of achieving peace in the Middle 
Eest, indeed peace at the expense of the legitimate Arab rights. 


L.A.P.S.O. stressed that the U.S. sponsored peace process is 
but sn attempt to forge ehead the American policy and increase 
4ts infiltration in the region. With the break of every day 
4t becomes clearer, and cleerer thet the U.S. has tried, from 
the outset, to wedge the treb front in a bid to keep the cause 
of Palestine - the cause of the lend and the people - unresolved,: 
while Israel receins en expansionist military force guarding 
Americe2n interests in the Middle East. ; 


hs A.A.P.S.0. condezns the outrageous American stance, it 
reaffirms that Israel's persistent approach of settlement and 
encroschment on the rights of the Arabs, in general, and the 
Palestinians in perticuler, has marked the policy of the Zionist, 
entity since it came into being by use of force. The American 
unwavering support and the recent U.S. stand vis-a-vis the 
Security Council resolution on the settlements ere clear evidence 
of the reality of the American policy. 


A.A.P.S.O. calls on all the forces of progress and liberation,

On May 15th, 1948 international imperialists. set mp 
the State of Israel on the wreckage of the Palestinian 
homeland, to form the base for their aggression, — 
create instability in the area and keep it in a state of 
tension, so as to secure their interests and their imper- 
ialist designs in this part of the World. 


This scheme was put into effect in collaboration with 
the Zionist movement,a proven reectionery and racist move-= 
ment that is intellectually and ideologically closed-up 
holding mythical theories and fallacious miscreeds and 
believing in the superiority of one race over another and 
one nation over the others. 


Zionism managed, witn the help of imperialism and in 
collusion with Arab reactionaries, to set up the state 
of Israel on the wreckage of the Palestinian homeland 
and over the bodies of Palestinian martyrs. It prevent- 
ed the Palestinian people, by the force of arms, from 
exercising their national legitimate rights. It still 
denies them the right of existence and of national identity. 


Today, after 32 years have elapsed, Israel is trying 
in various ways, to make the World forget .the Palestinian 
cause; it launched four aggressive wars, none of which 
realised their objectives. On the contrary the Palestinian 
cause was brought to light to the Worla public opinion 
in an unprecedented way and gained the sympathy and the 
support of the broadest sectors of World public opinion. 
The Palestinian cause gained momentum thanks to the sac- 
rifices of the Palestinian people and the Arab World and 
the support and adherence of the non-aligned countries 
as well as the socialist and Islamic ones, 


In face of this overwhelming success achieved by the 
Palestinians under tne leadership of the P.L.0O:, Israel is 
launching fierce attacks on the Pelestinian people in their 
occupied homeland. Its expansionist policy aims at 
seizing and controlling every inch of the occupied territor= 
ies by setting up jewish settlements inside Arab towns, — 
on the ruins of peaceful villages whose inhabitants have 
been expelled end lands confiscated, by throwing thousand 
of them into Israeli jails under the most atrociotis re-= 
pressive conditions, by changing the geographical and 
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Gemographic features of the occupied Arab territories, 

by driving out the youth from the west bank of Jordan” 

end the Gaze sector in order to evacuate the occupied 
territozies from any national leadership, so as to fulfill 
its expansionist aspirations. 


Israel has lately expelled three distinguished leaders 
from the occupied land. Wr. Fahd El Kawassema, the 
mayor of Hebron, lir. Lionamed lielhem, Helhoul's mayor 
and Sheikh Ragab El Tamimi,the judge of Hebron. It imposed 
confinement on the other mayors in the west bank and 
the Gaza strip, it imposed curfew on the occupied land 
and compelled traders that went on strike to open their 
shops by the force of arms. It is to be deplored, indeed, 
that all these acts of aggression are carried out while 
the so-called Palestinian "autonomy" talks were under-ways 
under the canopy of the Camp David. agreement that AAPSO 
opposed, warning of its consequences and dangers not 
only to the Palestinian people but the Arab nation as a 
whole. 


Tne present Israeli leadership, whose record is full 
with murder and crimes, who perpatrated the notorious 
Der-Yassin, Kafr Kassem and Gaza massacres ,found in 
the autonomy talks e very profitious opportunity to impose 
its views and theories on the occupied land. Israel clains 
that self-determination should be accorded to "inhabitante" 
rather then the land and allegedly claim to seek such 
security that will not be ettained unless it effectively 
controlled the occupied land. In fact, Israel holds 
that security will not be achieved unless the Palestinians are 
physically liquidated and their existence denied, It 
persues patriotic ralestinians in both in the west.bank, the 
' sector of Gaze and in Lebanon, to achieve that end. 


Israel follows an aggressive, racist policy vis-a-vis 
Lebenonsto exnaust the Palestinian Revolution and dis- 
trect the Arab liberation movewent. It relies upon the 
reactionery secessionist Lebanese forces, bound to imper- 
lalism, to implement its policy. This reactionary force 
wes trained, armed, supplied with funds and experts, 
driven to launch war and sow seeds of dissension among 
the Lebanese ranks and to strike at the Palestirian entity 
and the retriotic Lebanese Lovenrient. This reactionary 
force committed the most atrocious crimes against Lebanese 
innocent citizens, against the Palestinian refugee camp, 
and even against the U.N. peace-keeping forces, kidnapped 
and killed a number of them, with the help of the Israeli 
forces, to create a permanent atmosphere of tension. All 
these acts of aggression did not quencn Israel's rapacity, 
it invaded South-Lebanon, occupied parts of it-and evacuated 
it of its inhabitants; its airforce and artillery, :strike 
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constantly at vijJlages and Lebanese targets in addition 
to the Palestinian refugee camps which ere regulerly, 
shelled, totally disregarding the U.N. and the Secrutiy 
Council resolutions. We selute the neroic conesion 

and cooperation between the Lebanese patriotic movement 
end the Palestinian revolution in counter-acting the 
Isreel: secessionist, reactionary aggression and in 
standing against the partitioning of Lebanon, so as to 
consolidate its national integrity and make it free from 
reactionary sectarianiem forged by Israel and its allies. 


Isreel would not have dared to pursue ite policy of 
arrogance and conceit had not the U.S.A. extended to it 
its support, its massive quantitatively and cualitati-~ 
vely sophisticated arms - thet many countries member- 
countries in the NATO have not obtained so far. If the 
U.S.A. had not replenished Israel with enormous funds and 
gave it unlimited pclitical support, Israel would not 
have pursued constantly its aggression on the Arab nations. 
The U.S.A 's conduct in the Security Council stancs wit- 
ness to that, it used its rignt to veto more than once 
to prevent the Security Council from issuing any reeolution 
giving the Palestinians the right to self-cdeternination 
and to set-up en independent netional State. This demon- 
strates the U.S.A. denial of the U.N. Charter, 
internetional laws and human rights and proves the deceit- 
ful policy of the U.S. administration, wnich in fact 
does not adhere to any etnical norm in dealing with the 
causes of the peoples; therefore its shnemerul reference 
+o human rights igs nothing but hypocrisy, and abhorrent 
conspiring. 


The Afro-Asian Peoples Solicerity Organisation, while 
vehemently denouncing the Zionist, impericlist and re~ 
actionary aggression egainst the Palestinian People, 
calls on all peace, justice and incependence~loving peoples

1. The Palestinian cause is the core and crux of the 
Middle Esst Conflict because coloninlism end aionism 
crested Israel in the heart of the Arab nation, expelled 
Palestinians from their homeland, denied their presence, 
prevented them, by force of arms, from exercising their 
netional legitimate rights on their land. a 


2. The inaliensble right of the Palestinian people to 
return to their romelerd, to self-determination, and to 

the establishment of en indenercent national state of their 
o7n on the land of Palestine 2s well as Isregel's withdrawal 
from 211 the occupied srab territories, including Jerusalem, 
end dealing with the Pelestinian issue as the cause of 
netioral liberation and not @s a question of refugees. 


3. The P.L.O. is the sole legitimate representative of 
the people of Palestine 2nd is exclusively entitled to 
represent them end speak on their behalf et all local and 
internstional forums. All forms of consolid*ttion should 
be extended to the P.L.O., and all fronts should be open 
to it for freedom of action, -s well as guaranteeing 
non-intervention in its internal affairs and imposing 

no mandate on it. 


4%. Condemnation of the establishment of Israeli settle- 
ments in the occupied frab lands as illegal and illegitimte. 
The establishzent of such settlements must be halted 
immediately end those already built must be dismantled. 
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5, Condemnation of the repeated Zionist aggressions 
against the Palestinian Revolution forces end the 
petriotic Lebanese iiovesent in Lebanon, which lately 
witnessed an extremely serious escalation. The 
Conference affirms its support to the Palestinian 
Revolution and to the Lebanese Patriotic liovement in ‘ 
their interception of these aggressions, and calls on 
all the peace-loving, progressive ®nd socialist forces 
in the world to expose these aggressions. 


6. Calling on @11 peace-loving, progressive and 
socialist forces to step up solidarity in all its forms 
with the Palestinian people and their struggle against 
the Zionist policies of occupation, settlement-building, 
deportation of militants, and torture of detainees. 


7° Condemn»tion and refutation of the expulsion of 
Palestinian citizens from their homes and towns. Such 

an aggressive policy, in contravention to all international 
laws and norms, must be stopped.

9s well as the Judge of hebron, must return. 

8. Condemnetion of the racist, terrorist barbaric policy 
perpetrated by Israel against the Palestinian detainees 

and prisoners of war, halting acts of detertion, seizure, 
arrest and abduction committed by Israel ageinst Palestinians, 
end releasing thousands of them who are sutfering from the 
worst forms of injustice, oppression and torture in the 
prisons of the Zionist enemy. 


9. Condemnation of the confiscation of Areb territories, 
demolition of houses end alteretion of the geograpnic and 
demographic cheracter of the occupied Arab territories 
and calling on the U.N. to intervene promptiy to put an 
end to this criminal policy inspired by racist Nazi 
practices.

Contemporary historv, since lNlazism,never witnessed a 
State that disregarded human rights, breached international
